EUirly next week Peter English, the 
owner of this wonderful well, will be­ 
gin the organization of a stock com­ 
pany capitalized at 9100,000, to develop 
the well and build a bath house and in­ 
valid’s hotel. Within 110days, or before 
February 1, Mr. English expects to 
have the bath house and hotel in opera- 
tiun. 
The bath house for the present 
will be a frame structure 30x60 feet 
and will contain 70 bath rooms. 
The 
water will be carried 
to the tubs 
through galvanized pipes, while the 
strong mineral properties of the water 
will necessitate the use of either wood­ 
en or aluminum bath tubs. 
The hotel 
will have an imposing front, but for 
the present will be built only largo 
enough to accommodate thirty invalids. 
Additions will be built as needed and 
the building will be designed with that 
purpose in view. 


Mr. English has already been draw­ 
ing lumber to the well and at once will 
begin the erection of a well house in 
which will be placed a steam pump 
capable of pumping 1,000 barrels of 
the water per day. In two weeks it is 
expected that work will be commenced 
on the bttth house and hotel and it will 
be pushed with a vim.

HE IS DEAD 


lenry George Suddenly Expired at 
New York This Morning. 


)ne of the Leading Candidates for 
Mayor of the City. 


Made Several Campaign Speeches 


Last Evening. 


New Y o r k , Oct.29.—Henry George, 
candidate of the Jeffersonian democra­ 
cy for mayor of Greater New York died 
at the Union Square hotel at about 5 
o’clock this morning. 
Apoplexy is 
given as the cause. 


Mr. George has been making a won­ 
derful campaign, and has,it is believed, 
been a growing and formidable candi­ 
date for the mayoralty. He has scored 
the Tammany tiger and threw out the 
threat that if elected he proposes to as­ 
certain if Dick Croker had been play- 
ng with the city as Tweed before him 
had done. He was making the Tam­ 
many leaders decidedly uncomfortable, 
so much so that they appealed to Mayor 
Harrison of Chicago for help. 


Last night Mr. George addressed 
several campaign meetings and was at 
his best. At about 11 o’clock he re­ 
turned lo his hotel, ate a light supper, 
and immediately retired. About 3:30 
this morning he awoke and complained 
of suffering severe pains. 
He shortly 
became unconscious, from which condi- 
tien he did not again recover. 


What effect his death will have on 
the chances of the other candidates 
next Tuesday is largely problematic.

To the company it 
mattered not at all whether the name 
on the pay roll was John Doe or Rich­ 
ard Roe. He had lived meanly, not al­ 
ways temperately. But he had a trait 
common to cowboys, a splendid Ameri­ 
can grit, and he got through. On the 
third day he dragged himself to the first 
of the water holes. It contained a small 
amount of brackish and muddy water. 
Beside it grew^a stunted willow bush.

A nice question has arisen in connec­ 
tion with the affairs of the Benton 
Harbor Electric Railway & Transit 
company.

In The Century there is an article on 
political society in Paris under the title 
of “ Royalists and Republican,” writ­ 
ten by Baron Pierre de Coubertiu. 
Speaking of the efTorts of the Legiti­ 
mists and Orleauists, M. de Coubertiu 
says: 


The p< riod which followed the de­ 
cease of the Couiit de Chambord was 
ouo of inrTcasing disillusions. It had 
been so coutinually reiterated among 
their adherent.s that the Orleans priuces 
w^ould "do something” as soon as they 
had “ the right,” that every one had 
ended by believing that they would. 
Now that the riglit was theirs as the 
sole representatives of legitimacy, they 
did nothing. 
Very little reiiection suf­ 
ficed to show how impossible it was 
tliat they should do anything. One may 
conspire against a sovereign, overthrow 
a monarchy. 
What power can bo used 
agiiinst a republic ba.sed on the ballot? 
To all pretenders the republic replies : 
“ You wish to take my plac^e? Very 
well. You have the right to do so. Got 
a majority. Get them to elect you.” 
An electoral majority largo enough to 
modify the eou.sfitution in favor of the 
individual to whom democracy gives 
its contldence—that is the only chance 
in a republic. General Boulanger might 
have attained his end iu that fashion, 
and even he failed. With the Comte do 
Paris it was out of the question. He 
could not at any time have commanded 
a sufficient number of votes. 
And it 
would have been incompatible with his 
dignity as pretender to sue for them in 
person.

A NEW KLONDIKE. 


Saginaw Men Have Diacovered One 
They Say. 


S a g i n a w , Oct. 29.—A party of Sagi 
naw men are preparing to set out for an 
entirely new gold field, as yet but par 
tially explored, but said to be as «rich 
as the Klondike. It is located along 
the eastern slope of the Rocky moun 
tains, iust opposite the Klondike. The 
gold there is found In placer beds along 
the slope of the mountains, about 100 
miles from the Ma:kenxie river, and 
a'ong little streams that flow into the 
Mackenzie. The field was found by a 
party, among them two Saginaw mco, 
whicn fitted up a steamer and traveled 
1,500 miles up the Athabasca and Mac­ 
kenzie rivers.

party disembarked and traveled about 
100 miles overland.
